Finis James Garrett was edit- 
ing.a newpaper at 18. He taught 
school. He studied law by 
lamplight and firelight, in the 
Abe Lincoln tradition. By 1905 
the people of his district sent 
him to Congress. 

He stayed there until 1929, 
serving as floor leader in his 
last two years. Those who 
served with him said of him 
that no one before or since has 
known the rulés so well as he. 

It is somehow odd that the 
story of a Democrat going back 
home should produce one about 
Cal Coolidge . but it does. 
And also it is a narrative which 
demonstrates that dry and 
Seemingly emotionless New 
Englander had, or could have, 
a heart which could be moved. 


Coolidge 

The story begins one after- 
noon after Herbert Hoover, the 
great engineer, had been elect- 
ed. Already the advance guard 
were moving in. In the all-but 
deserted White House Calvin 
Coolidge was awaiting 
some curiosity the arrival of 
Joseph P. Tumulty, who for 
eight years had been Woodrow 
Wilson’s secretary. What could 
this Democrat want? 

Tumulty came. He apologized 
for his coming and asked if he 
might give the background to 
his visit. The President nodded. 

A friend to whom Tumulty 
told the story recalls the sec- 
retary’s account of it. 

“Mr. President,” he said, “‘I 
am here on behalf of a friend. 
He is Finis J. Garrett, now 
about to go out of the House of 
Representatives. When I say 
he is a friend I want to go fur- 
ther and tell you that he was 
a friend in my hours of lonelli- 
ness. When I left the White 
House and opened up my law 
office there was a notable dif- 
ference in the number of those 
who came to see me. Finis 
Garrett came every day. I 
shall never forget what it meant 
to me.” 

He paused, Coolidge was lis- 
tening intently. 

‘You, too, will be lonely, Mr} 
President. You may be now. 
If so, you will understand what 
lies so heavily on my heart. I 
should like him appointed to 
“one or ine * federal “jaaeesnips 
in the district. He is able and 
will never cast discredit on you. 
He is not of your party, but I 
would have been false to my 
better self if I had not come 
here in his behalf.’’ 

Coolidge was deeply moved. 
He was lonely. The crowds, 
the plaudits, had already moved 
on to Hoover.

For Schools, 


Survey Asks 


Atlantans do not spénd nearly 
as much money on their public 
school students or teachers as 
do other cities of comparable 
per capita incomes, Dr. John 
E. Ivey, director of the Southern 
Regional Educationa] Board, said 
Sunday. 


Dr. Ivey is one of four edu- 
cators on the Atlanta School 
Study Council who appeared on 
WSB-TV Press Gallery to review 
some of their findings. 


The council was established to 
study the organization, adminis- 
tration and financing of Atlanta 
public schools. It will make 
recommendations for action by 
the Georgia Legislature, the 
Board of Education and local 
school units. 


LOWER CLASS SIZE 


“What Atlanta wants, she can 
get,”’ Ivey said. ‘‘We are sim- 
ply trying to make a workable 
blueprint for action.” 

Dr. Daniel Davies, Columbia 
University of education, said At- 
lanta should lower the size of 
classes and~ provide a_ salary 
schedule comparable to that of 
the nation as a whole. 

Dr. Lyell Johns, professor of 
educational administration at the 
University of Florida, pointed out 
that Atlanta’s outlay of funds per 
pupil is only $175 a year. This 
compares with $359 per pupil in 
Phoenix, Ariz., he said. 

“Atlanta ts quite a bit below 
the average of Southern cities in 
financing schools. It is far below 
the national average,’’ Johns 
said. 


MONEY BIG PROBLEM 


Dr, Davies said that “‘it might 
be” that Atlanta’s standards for 
their schools are not high enough. 
*‘Also, many citizens do not know 
the need which is so apparent in 
the schools.’’ 

Dr. John Fischer, superintend- 
ent of Baltimore city schools, 
contrasted teachers’ salaries in 
his city ($390 per month) with 
those in Atlanta ($282). The per 
capita income of Baltimore is 
below that of Atlanta, the edu- 
cator said, 

Dr. Ivey said money will con- 
tinue to be the big problem. He 
said a minimum of $25,000,000 
must be spent on construction by 
1960. To lower the class size from 
33 to 25, $40,000,000 should be 
spent on construction, he said.

This legendary hero and king of the 
wild frontier is the subject of an editorial 
in the fall issue of the learned and enter- 
taining Georgia Review. 

Was Davy the author of the books bear- 
ing his name, or did he hire a ghost 
writer? 

According to Editor John O.

Mr. Smith was a literary light of his 
day and served in Congress with Crockett 
from 1833 to 1835. While Crockett un- 
doubtedly had a flair for expressing him- 
self, it is more probable that his friend 
Smith wrote, or at least rewrote, some or 
all of Crockett’s five published works. 

Davy.Crockett was a hero then as he is 
now, and then as now there was a de- 
mand for books signed with the name of 
national heroes.

New Rural Roads Policy 


Emphasizes Competitive Bid 


The newly announced policy of the Georgia Rural Roads Authority 
for handling highway contracts appears to be a compromise between 


Authority Chairman Roger Lawson 

In any event it bears the mak- 
ings of a reasonable approach to 
the question of how counties may 
share in the biggest road program 
this state has ever undertaken. 

The matter of county contracts 
has always been a source of criti- 
cism, principally because many 
counties receiving those assign- 
ments did not actually do the con- 
struction work themselves but un- 
officially sub-let the contracts to 
private firms. 

Thus, the term “county con- 
tract’’ has become almost synony- 
mous With ‘‘negotiated contract,” 
which itself eliminates competitive 
bidding.

Georgia in the past 22 years. 

Why does Georgia lead the na- 
tion in death sentences? I do not 
know the answer to that. It may 
be that in years past it has been 
too easy for one with a life 
sentence to obtain a pardon. But 
such is not the case today. Geor- 
gia has a pardon and parole 
board which is very conscien- 
tiously doing a good job. 

Until recently no life-termer 
could be considered for a pardon 
or parole in less than seven 
years and those pardoned or 
paroled served an average of 10 
years. Now the minimum has 
been changed to 15 years and 
the average time served of those 
pardoned or paroled will be 
20 years. Of course, many life- 
termers will never be pardoned 
or paroled. Only those whose 
cases are justified will be given 
freedom. Also, our state can take 
pride in the great progress made 
in our prison system. 

My immediate concern about 
this matter is the case of Harold 
Hill, the 22-year-old boy  sen- 
tenced to death for killing a man 
in Augusta. The courts found 
him guilty and his case has been 
carefully considered by the high- 
er’ courts and by the pardon and 
parole board. His sentence still 
stands and soon he is to be exe- 
cuted.

The execution of Harold Hill 
will not bring back the life of the 
man he killed nor will it ease the 
sorrow of the murdered man’s 
family. His execution will not 
prevent like crimes in the future 
and in no way will it make 
Georgia a better place to live. 
On the other hand, his execu- 
tion will serve to help satisfy the 
blood lust of those who cry “an 
eye for an eye and a tooth for 
a tooth.” Our society will again 
follow the law of the jungle. 

There may be times when the 
death sentence is justified but 
those times are very, very rare.

Under the new tactic of diplo- 
matic mellowness, there was fair 
reason to expect that Moscow 
might be successful in avoiding the 
kind of thing which alerts Amer- 
icans rather than scares us. It is 
always harder to deal with an 
enemy that growls and reveals its 
purposes. 

But now, it is encouraging to 
note, the Kremlin has managed to 
do just enough of both. 


The tip came this week when 
Prime Minister Bulganin and Com- 
munist Party Secretary Nikita 
Khrushchev had a chatty conver- 
sation with five United States sen- 
ators who had sryeped in to say 
hello. 


These senators got it straight 
from the Kremlin that they would 
be doing the United States a great 
service if they would vote to 
abolish the.‘‘Voice of America!”’ 

I doubt if Mr. Bulganin or Mr. 
Krushchey made any converts. 
If they but realized it, American 
senators don’t like to be told how 
to vote by anybody, least of all by 
foreign governments. 

There is no reason to believe 
that the Soviet leaders are not 
completely sincere in suggesting 
that it would be to America’s bene- 
fit to fold up the Voice of Amer- 
ica. It is basic Soviet Communist

But if the Voice of America is 
giving the Soviets no trouble, why 
do they employ some 1,600 persons 
to operate 1,000 jamming units at a 
cost of at least 16 million dollars 
to try to deflect messages from 
the free world?

Bulldogs Face New Problem: 
How To Defense the Rollout

Suddenly, 
fensive problem. This is the sit- 
uation that faces the Bulldogs 
after one losing game, and with 
Vanderbilt and halfback Charlie 
Horton on the agenda this week 
in Athens.

Celebration 


This is the day, as all proper, history-minded Georgians are 
aware, when the town of Cordele and the county of Crisp go on 
a Week-long spree of speakings, barbecues, parades and pageants. 


It’s an elongated birthday party—the 50th anniversary of the 
creation of the county and the 25th anniversary of the completion 
of the first county-owned hydroelectric power plant in the 
United States. 


In Cordele they’re calling it both a Golden JuBilee and a 
Silver Anniversary, which might confuse anybody who had to 
know the exact reason for the celebration. But Crisp countians 
aren't confused. They’re far too busy. Sen. George will speak 
there today, Gov. Griffin tomorrow and former Gov. Talmadge 
Wednesday. . 


Two leading citizens aren’t a bit confused about the actual 
beginning of the town of Cordele. Their father was there, 


Mrs. Ella Pate Carson, now of Tifton, and her sister, Mrs. 
Agatha Pate Williams, who still lives in Cordele, told our corre- 
spondent Julia Neal how the founding took place. 


Their father, the late J- S. Pate and a man named Sam 
Hawkins were forced to share a bed after attending a crowded 
barbecue back in the ’80s and they decided that a little junction 
called ‘‘the Joe Brown place’’ was the proper placé for a town, 


“All it needed was a railroad, a founder and a name,” 
Julia relates. ‘‘They promptly solicited funds to assure the rail- 
road. They located a man who could lay out a town. And 
with an approving eye from pretty Cordelia Hawkins (Sam’s 
daughter), they named their brain child Cordele. 


“The late J. E. D. Shipp of Americus then entered the pic- 


ture in 1889, purchased 1,200 acres and laid out—as he termed 
it—‘The Magic City in the Pines.’ While “this was going on, 
Hawkins pointed his narrow-gauge track, the Americus, Preston 
and Lumpkin Railroad, eastward and laid rails for Cordele.” 


Mr. Pate brought his family, including little Ella, to Cordele 
in 1891 and built the first residence that didn’t ‘‘just happen.” 
He had a blueprint. The house is still standing today at the south- 
east corner of Sixth street and 12th avenue and will undoubtedly 
be pointed out to visitors to Cordele. 


The Pate daughters remember delightedly the comment 
of Mr. Jack Campbell of neighboring Coney when he watched the 
first little train chug across the Flint river. 


“It’s perfectly ridiculous,’””’ remarked Mr. Campbell, “‘to see 
cars coming into Dooly County.” 


Maybe it did seem so at that, but the faith of those restless, 
imaginative bedfellows, Mr. Pate and Mr. Hawkins, seems to 
have been justified. Fast-growing, prosperous Cordele has some- 
thing to celebrate today.
